SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The publication contains material which describes explicit sexual activity between 
closely related family members in a manner aimed at sexually arousing the reader. 
This theme has been considered and balanced with section 14 of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) which confirms the right to freedom of expression. 
However, si 4 of the NZBR Act does not apply to this publication because the 
magazine describes explicit sexual activity between closely related family members in 
a manner aimed at sexually arousing the reader. Sections 3(1) (dealing with matters 
such a sex in a manner that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to 
the public good) and 3(4) (additional matters to be considered in classifying 
publications) override the NZBR Act because in this instance they cannot be given a 
meaning that is consistent with the rights and freedoms set out in the NZBR Act. 
Therefore the publication is classified as:
